THEIR faces etched with grief, the 
Royal Family stood as one yesterday in 
tribute to the extraordinary life of Her 


Majesty the Queen. 

King Charles, Princes William and Harry 
and their wives Kate and Meghan looked on 
solemnly at an emotion-filled lying-in-state 
ceremony at Westminster Hall. 

Outside, vast crowds shared their pain as tens of 
thousands lined the Queen’s coffin procession route 
from Buckingham Palace. Queues stretching for 
miles also formed to file past the late monarch’s 
casket, topped with the Imperial State Crown, right. 
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Passed to her people -- 
royals watch as Queen’s 
coffin is readied to 
lie in state yesterday 
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SHE was a servant to her 


nation beyond reproach, a 
force for unity through the 
turbulent decades, a queen 


loved like no other. 

And yesterday in the simple 
splendour of Westminster Hall, 
Queen Elizabeth II was brought 
before her people in an emo- 
tional lying-in-state ceremony. 

These were awe-inspiring scenes 
to mark the passing of a figurehead 
the likes of which the country has 
never known before and will almost 
certainly never see again. 

Her oak coffin, draped in the 
Royal Standard and topped by the 
Imperial State Crown, was carried 
in a procession of pomp and maj- 
esty from Buckingham Palace. 

King Charles and his_ siblings, 
Prince Andrew, Princess Anne and 
Prince Edward, walked a few paces 
behind the gun carriage on which 
her coffin rested. Behind them came 
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Royal Editor in Westminster Hall 


the Queen’s grandsons William and 
Harry, side by side, reflective and 
willing, at least for now, to set aside 
their differences. 


Inside the ancient hall, Queen 
Consort Camilla along with Kate 
and Meghan, centre stage as they 


have so often been in recent times, 
awaited their arrival while Big Ben 
boomed out mournfully. 

After the Queen’s coffin was lifted 
on to a platform, where she will lie 
in state for four days, the family 
lined up behind it as other royals, 
MPs and peers looked on. 

There followed a_ short service 
before Charles led them from the 
hall. And with that, they passed the 
Queen to her people, waiting outside 
in their tens of thousands to pay 
their respects, to give thanks and to 
show their love.

SORROW was etched on 
the face of King Charles 
yesterday as he led senior 
royals escorting his 
beloved mother on_ her 
final journey from Bucking- 


ham Palace. 

The grieving monarch reined 
in his emotions during the 
solemn march to Westminster 
Hall — buckling only momen- 
tarily as he gazed towards the 
crown on the Queen's flag- 
draped coffin. 

But the power of the funeral 
pageant proved too much for 
thousands of mourners lining the 
route — and tears flowed as they 
bowed in respectful silence. 

The King set off at 2.22pm 
yesterday as he led his family on 
foot towards the ancient hall at 
the heart of the Palace of West- 
minster where his mother’s coffin 
now lies in state. 

His siblings Princess Anne and 
Princes Andrew and Edward fixed 
their eyes forward, keeping in step 
they marched away from the iron 
gates of the Palace. 

Tens of thousands lined the route, 
including some who had queued all 
night to salute their late Queen’s 70 
years of service. 

And a reverent hush punctuated 
by sobs passed along the route — 
followed by moving ripples of 
spontaneous applause. 

Charles and his siblings walked a 
few measured paces behind the 
coffin on a gun carriage of The 
King’s Troop Royal Horse Artillery. 

It was draped with a _ Royal 
Standard and adorned with the 
glittering Imperial State Crown on 
a velvet cushion. 

The meticulously choreographed 
procession passed along The Mall, 
Horse Guards Parade and on to 
Whitehall to Parliament Square and 
into the Palace of Westminster. 

Scarlet-uniformed Scots Guards 
and Grenadier Guards bandsmen 
played funeral marches on muffled 
drums as the parade snaked 
through the heart of the capital. 

The bells of Big Ben tolled at 
one-minute intervals as Her 
Majesty’s final journey moved 
millions watching live TV coverage 
across the nation — and more 
around the world. 

Vice Admiral Sir Tim Lau- 
rence, the Duke of Glouc- 
ester, and the Earl of 
Snowden dutifully fol- 
lowed the Queen’s coffin. 

Queen Consort Cam- 
illa and The Princess of 
Wales Kate travelled to 
Westminster Hall by

It came after cousin Peter 
Phillips stood between the 
warring brothers at their grand- 
father Prince Philip’s funeral 
procession in April last year. 

Sources said this time a 
“simple change” was agreed — 
with Harry swapping positions 
with Peter in the cortege — so the 
brothers were beside each other. 

Royal expert Ingrid Seward, 
editor of Majesty magazine, 
said: “The relationship between 
é William and Harry remains a 
very delicate situation, but they 
handled it with great decorum. 

“They both knew they had to 
make an effort for the sake of 
their family and it was very 
moving to see the _ brothers 
physically reunited like that.” 

When the procession arrived 
at Westminster Hall, where the 
Queen will lie in state until 
Monday, the princes were joined 
by their wives for a service. 

The brothers evoked memo- 
ries of when — aged 15 and 12 — 
they walked behind their mum 
Princess Diana’s_ coffin with 
other family members in 1997.

THE Duke and Duchess of 
Sussex’s children will not 
get HRH status from King 
Charles III — but they will 
be prince and princess.

THE wives of Windsor paid 
a moving tribute to the 
arrival of Queen Elizabeth’s

The touching moment 
captured a handing over of 
the future of the Royal Family 
to four of Her Majesty’s 
senior female relatives.

When the coffin arrived, Meghan 
curtsied first, followed by Sophie, 
Kate and then Camilla. 

The intensity of the occasion was 
overwhelming for some.

Earlier, Princess Anne’s daughter 
Zara Tindall led 40 minor royals 
to take their places at the east 
side of the hall. 

Princess Michael of Kent and 
the Duchess of Gloucester were 
the only ones in the congregation 
who needed to be seated. 

It was the first time the entire 
royal clan had been seen publicly 
grieving since the Queen’s passing 
last Thursday at Balmoral. 

The short ceremony was led by 
the Archbishop of Canterbury and 
Dean of Westminster. 

After 140 Lords and 140 MPs, 
including new Prime Minister Liz 
Truss, had their moment to bow 
and curtsy before the coffin, the 
Queen was left to lie in state until 
6.30am on Monday. 

Each corner will be guarded 24 
hours a day by soldiers from units 
that serve the Royal Household, 
including the Grenadier Guards 
and Blues and Royals.

MEMBERS of the_ Royal

At the service ahead of the 
lying-in-state, the Princess of 
Wales, 40, wore the mon- 
arch’s stunning diamond and 
pearl leaf brooch. 

It features three large 
pearls set in the centre of a 
diamond-encrusted leaf. 

Kate also wore it at a 
ceremony to mark the 
centenary of Passchendaele 
in 2017 at the Tyne Cot 
Commonwealth War Graves 
Cemetery in Ypres, Belgium. 

The Queen was seen wear- 
ing it on her 78rd birthday 
in 1999 during an official 
tour to South Korea. 

Kate teamed the brooch 
with pearl drop earrings 
which had _ belonged to 
Diana, Princess of Wales. 

Meghan Markle also wore 
pearl earrings which were 
given to her by the Queen 
shortly after her marriage to 
Prince Harry in 2018. 

Earlier in the week Prin- 
cess Anne had worn the 
Grima pearl earrings which 
were a gift from her parents 
in the late 1960s. She wore 
them to the Duke of Edin- 
burgh’s funeral last year. 


‘LIZ’ plane 
tag salute 


THE aircraft which carried 
the Queen’s coffin from 
Scotland had a_ hidden 
message — its registration 
number ZZI77 read LLIZZ 
upside down. 

The Boeing C-17A Globe- 
master’s unusual tag has 
been interpreted as a tribute 
to Her Majesty.

BRITAIN gave a _ cere- 
monial masterclass yes- 
terday as the Queen 
left Buckingham Palace 


for the final time. 

In a moving spectacle 
which was beamed around 
the world, our Armed For- 
ces did not put a foot 
wrong as they carried out 
one of their final duties for 
their former Commander- 
in-Chief. 

Her Majesty spent the night 
in the Bow Room at the palace 
before — on the stroke of 
2.22pm — her coffin emerged 
into the sunlight to begin the 
solemn 38-minute journey to 
Westminster Hall. 

It was pulled by military 
horses atop the George Gun 
Carriage — so named as it car- 
ried King George VI’s coffin in 
1952 — while guns fired every 
60 seconds from Hyde Park to 
keep the procession pace slow. 

Big Ben also tolled at one- 
minute intervals in sombre 
tribute, while the Band of the 
Scots Guards and the Band of 
the Grenadier Guards played. 

Alongside the gun carriage, 
in perfect step, walked an 
escort party of 32 rank and file 
soldiers and two officers from 
the 1st Battalion Grenadier 
Guards. 

Close by were ten pallbear- 
ers, formed from loyal service 
equerries to the Queen, who 
were by her side during her 
reign and supported her at 
public engagements. 

A Royal Standard covered the 
coffin, while the priceless Imp- 
erial State Crown sat above on 
a purple velvet cushion. 

Adorned with 2,868 diamonds, 
17 sapphires, 11 emeralds, 269 
pearls, and four rubies, it was 
first worn by the Queen at her 
coronation in 1953. 

It also includes the 317-carat 
Cullinan II diamond, which is 
the second largest clear-cut 
diamond in the world, a large 
oval Stuart Sapphire, which is 
104 carats and the _ Black 
Prince’s Ruby, which the Queen 
was known to be fond of. 

King Charles and the rest of 
the Royal Family, including 
William, the Prince of Wales 
and Harry, the Duke of Sussex, 
walked in perfect step behind. 

As the cortége passed, thou- 
sands of people who had gath- 
ered to pay tribute frequently 
broke into applause. 

Finally, just after 3pm, the 
coffin arrived at the door of 
the Palace of Westminster, hav- 
ing been carried by an eight- 
strong bearer party from the 
Queen’s Company, lst Battalion 
Grenadier Guards. 

The Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, the Most Rev Justin 
Welby greeted the casket with 
a prayer. The Royal Family 
departed shortly afterwards. 

A job well done — and Brit- 
ain at its best.

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A triumph of 
sad splendour 


WITH the spectacular pageantry and 
intricate ceremony for which our ancient 
country has no equal, the Queen has been 
laid in state. It was flawless, precise and 
magnificent. 

For an hour the centre of our capital 
came to a hushed standstill. Hundreds 
of thousands, of all ages, packed the 
route a dozen deep in places. 

There were tears as our lost monarch, 
her coffin atop a gun carriage, emerged 
for the last time from the Palace. Behind 
walked her children, including the 
King, grief still etched on their faces. 

Then William and Harry, differences 
paused, marching slowly side by side. 

Their wives followed in separate cars. 

Along the Mall the procession passed, 
to the funereal strains of the Scots 
Guards and Grenadier Guards bands. 

At Horse Guards’ Parade the crowd 
burst into applause. Then it was on to 
Whitehall and to Westminster Hall, 
where young guardsmen lifted Her 
Majesty’s coffin on to the catafalque. 


Overwhelming 


The sadness of the Royal Family, and 
the public, was overwhelming. So was 
the love from so many people towards 
our greatest monarch in 1,000 years. 

So was the sheer splendour of it all. 

Republicans can sneer all they like at 
such pomp. How drab our country 
would be if they ever got their way. 

From the moment of Her Majesty’s 
death, Britain has been at its traditional 
best. Meticulous arrangements planned 
long ago have been enacted to perfection, 
from Balmoral to Edinburgh to London. 

But we do have one caveat — on top of 
some slightly heavy-handed policing 
towards adolescent protesters. We worry 
the depth of affection for the Queen, 
and the numbers who will descend on 
the capital to honour her, may be 
greater than current plans allow for. 

Mourners now face a ten-mile queue 
to see her coffin. It is said that over the 
next four days 750,000 will try. It’s no 
one’s fault, but many will fail. The hall, 
it is said, can only handle 350,000 in all. 

Those who miss out may not have 
much more luck on Monday. The State 
funeral will be on an unprecedented 
scale. Vast numbers will fly in, joining 
millions of Brits packing the capital. 

Although the route was established 
long in advance, is there not a case for 
extending it in London and Windsor? 

Paying our respects in person should 
not be the sole preserve of those lucky 
enough to grab a place. A longer route 
would give hundreds of thousands more 
a chance to see the Queen’s coffin pass.

Cottrell, joked: “We are honouring 
two great British traditions, loving 
the Queen and loving a queue.” 

In charge of running the queueing 
operation is new Culture Secretary 
Michelle Donelan. She said it was 
vital that people were “fully pre- 
pared” to wait in line. She stressed: 
“It won't be 30 hours for everyone.” 

The queue will close if it reaches 
full capacity, with the ending near 
Southwark Park, South London. 

It is expected to shut on Sunday 
night or early Monday morning. The 
Hall closes to the public at 6.30am.

Sun fans

ROYAL devotees endured 
freezing toes and a soaking 
from typically soggy British 
weather as they waited in 
line to be among the first 
to pay their respects to the 


Queen at Westminster Hall. 

The stoic and determined 
band took their spots along 
the banks of the Thames — 
knowing that they would be 
waiting for at least 24 hours. 

And as I joined them for a damp 
and chilly night, it soon became 
clear that they were not going to 
be deterred by the downpour. 

Among them was Gary Wells, 
who had made the journey from 
Scotland in the hope of seeing the 
coffin for a second time. 

The 34-year-old, from Essex, had 
returned from a 800-mile round 
trip to see Her Majesty lying at 
rest in Edinburgh. 

“How many people will be able 
to say they’ve paid their respects to 
the Queen twice?” he pondered. 

“She dedicated her life to this 
country. Coming to pay my respects 
is the least I can do. 

“It was incredibly moving in 
Edinburgh to file past the coffin in 
silence and see the guards stood at 
each corner.” 

When he was 15, Gary wanted to 


queue for the Queen Mother’s 
lying-in-state but was forbidden by 
his parents — fuelling his determ- 


ination to see Queen Elizabeth II. 

And just like his fellow diehards 
south of London’s Lambeth Bridge, 
he was happy to endure every 
discomfort to make it happen. 

On Tuesday afternoon, I joined 
the steadily growing line of mourn- 
ers and quickly transformed into a 
drowned rat as the heavens opened. 

Arriving at 4.30pm, I was early 
enough to be 25th in line — but not 
early enough to beat the first few 
who had been patiently waiting 
since llam on Monday. 

The dutiful mourners around us, 
unfolding their camping chairs 
knowing that it was more than 24 
hours before the public would be 
allowed to file past the Queen’s 
coffin, shared the same spirit. 

Sheltering under a brolly, 
72-year-old Linda Wright, from 
Thanet in Kent, said: “It’s the end 
of a chapter in our lives, there no 
way I would miss it. It’s hard to 
imagine not having a queen.” 

With warnings that queues would 
stretch for more than four miles, 
and with waits of up to 30 hours, 
the most committed of fans braved 
the elements to secure their place 
as early as possible. 

The world’s media was there to 
greet them — and the arch-royalists 
nearest the front found themselves 
in demand. But most of the jour- 
nalists would be returning to warm 
beds for the night. 

But as the rain poured, I battled 
to put up my tent to have a dry 
spot to shelter. 

Others in their camping 
chairs and with little more 
than anoraks to _ protect 
them from the elements, 
watched my struggles — 
but were soon lining up to 
step inside for a chance to 
dry off.

TRANSPORT chiefs say they 
are facing a bigger challenge 
than the 2012 Olympics as 
more than a million mourn- 
ers head to London to pay 
their respects to the Queen. 

The Rail Delivery Group, 
which represents train oper- 
ators, warned of “unprece- 
dented demand” during the 
Queen's _lying-in-state. 

And Transport for London 
boss Andy Byford said the 
Underground faced the “big- 
gest event and challenge”. 

He added: “I think this is 
harder than the Olympics. 
With a sporting event, you 
know where and how many 
people are going. With an 
event like this, there are 
more unknowns.” 

Network Rail pledged to 
run services “through the 
night” on selected routes 
and extra trains on Monday 
for the Queen’s funeral. 

But TfL warned some sta- 
tions could be shut “at short 
notice” if crowds become too 
\ large, with advice saying 
‘ “safety measures such as 

closures, non-stopping trains 
or changes to the way 
customers enter or exit a 
station may be necessary.” 
Mourners have been urged 
to avoid Green Park Tube 
station, near Buckingham 
Palace, after crowds forced it 
to briefly close last weekend. 
TfL said it would monitor 
hotspots “minute by minute”. 
Elsewhere, Mayor of 
Greater Manchester Andy 
Burnham expressed “serious 
concerns” over train opera- 
tor Avanti’s promises for an 
extra eight services a day to 
the capital after it emerged 
tickets would only be 
released at short notice.

A DRASTICALLY = slimmed- 
down Matt Lucas’ had 
Great British Bake Off 
viewers concerned for his 
health this week - but he 
insists he lost the weight 
precisely because he 


didn’t want to die young. 

The Little Britain funnyman, 
who is back fronting the new 
series of the cookery favourite, 
has gone from size XXXL to a 
medium simply by eating less 
and walking more. 

Matt, 48, reveals he went on a 
health kick because he didn’t want 
to suffer the same fate as his father 
and grandfather — who both died 
from heart attacks in their fifties. 

He said: “My dad died when he 
was 52, very suddenly. His dad died, 
I think at 56, so I was looking at the 
law of averages. 

And he joked: “I was very big and 
getting bigger in the pandemic. Sort 
of not being very active, not really 
going out, not seeing people, just 
eating a lot. I was so big I couldn't 
really fit on screen any more.” 

But it was a transformed Matt who 
returned alongside co-host Noel 
Fielding to front the 13th series of 
Channel 4’s Bake Off on Tuesday. 

Yet he told the Mid Point podcast: 
“Tve still got a proper tummy, I’m 
not skinny by any means, I’ve just 
lost some weight. I’ve gone from 
maybe a XXL, sometimes XXXL, 
down to a medium. 

“I do feel a bit better, I feel a bit 
relieved. Because the thing is, I don’t 
do any drugs and I don’t smoke and 
I hardly ever drink. So it’s just the 
food, really. 


Doughnut potato 


“I just don’t eat as much, but I 
eat sweets still. I like to walk. I live 
not far from a canal and I love 
when the weather’s nice going for 
long walks there.” 

Changing his diet involved one 
simple solution — reducing the one 
food type he loved and had become 
obsessed by during lockdown. 

He joked: “I was eating a lot 
of roast potatoes. You know 
there’s a lot of food shortages? 

“If you went into your 
supermarket and couldn’t find 
potatoes, that was me, I have 
to own up to that. 

“There was nothing else to 
do. I was eating so many roast 
potatoes that I started making 
them into different shapes, just 
to give me something to do. 

“I ordered an apple corer off 
Amazon and _ started coring 
potatoes just to see how 
differently they might roast. 

“Yd have a roast potato with 
a hole in the middle, like a 
massive doughnut potato. Then 
the thing that comes out of the 
core, I was also cooking those, 
cooking cylinders of potato.” 

But Matt is deadly serious 
when he discusses the impact 
his weight could have had on 
his long-term career as, well as 
his health. 

He said: “Life is short, and not 
only is life short, but also our 
period where anyone wants to 
hear us and see us is not that 
long. There’s peaks and troughs. 

“At the moment it feels like people 
want to hire me, so I might as well 
roll with it because there are periods 
when it gets really quiet.” 

There is no overstating just how 
in-demand Matt has been over the 
past 12 years. As well as hosting 
Bake Off for the past three series, he 
was Nardole, a regular character on 
Doctor Who, from 2015 to 2017. 

He has also starred in movies such 
as Alice In Wonderland, Bridesmaids 
and Paddington, which airs on BBC1 
on Saturday in place of Strictly, 
postponed due to the Queen’s death. 

Coming up, he will be hosting the 
reboot of Fantasy Football League on 
Sky and he is planning to work soon 
with his former Little Britain partner 
— and Britain’s Got Talent judge — 
David Walliams. They have been

On the subject of practical 
challenges, the task of preparing 
Little Britain — which included Matt 
as “fatist” FatFighters leader 
Marjorie Dawes — for on-demand 
TV services led to a reassessment of 
its Noughties content in this more 
woke age. As a result, some of the 
more sensitive elements were 
removed — particularly those relating 
to people from other countries and 
those of different ethnicities. 

Matt has mixed feelings about the 
shift, but generally approves, saying: 
“The culture of comedy is very 
different now. In some ways it is 
better and in some ways not. 

“T think I am pro-woke. Woke is 
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of my

about equality, empathy and 
fairness. That feels like progress. 
There are always examples of things 
not working the way it should but, 
generally, I think it is a big thing. 

“I think empathy usually increases 
as you get older.

Scientists analysed ani- 
mal dung in Syria, which 
showed settlers kept 
animals — likely sheep — 
outside their huts up to 
12,800 years ago.

WHEN American owners of Premier League clubs 
last got behind an ‘innovative’ idea to ‘improve’ 
football, it didn’t go well for them. 

The breakaway European Super League — backed by the US 
bankrollers of Liverpool, Manchester United and Arsenal — was 
crushed by an extraordinary popular uprising in just 48 hours. 

Todd Boehly wasn’t at Chelsea during that almighty sewage 
storm and his idea to introduce a North versus South ‘All-Star 
game’ into a gridlocked football calendar is not as revolutionary. 

Neither is there any chance of it ever happening. But the 
fact Boehly genuinely said, ‘I hope the Premier League takes a 
little bit of a lesson from American sports’, shows a remarkable 
lack of self-awareness which will probably make him very 


entertaining to listen to. 

Thankfully, we live in times 
when discrimination against 
people because of their back- 
ground is no longer widely 
tolerated — with one exception. 

We are all still allowed to be 
prejudiced against Americans 
whenever they say anything 
about association football... 

As a rule, they simply don’t 
get it. And even though ‘soccer’ 
is by far and away the most 
popular sport on Earth, they 
still believe it can ‘learn’ from 
baseball, American football, 
basketball and ice hockey. 
None of which have anything 
like the same global reach. 
All of America’s big four 
sports have an All-Star game 
— the NFL call it the Pro Bowl 
— between select teams from 
different conferences. 

These are long-established, 
and inclusion for the matches 
is considered a genuine honour. 

But footballers draw greater 
honour from international call- 
ups, which does not apply to the 
same extent in American sports. 

What satisfaction would any 
player get from representing a 
random Northern or Southern 
team, especially players from 
overseas or a _ Northerner 
playing for a London club? 

And what about the Mid- 
lands, which currently supplies 
four top-flight clubs? Has 
Boehly even heard of it? 

‘The Middle Lands, is that 
where those little guys, the 
hobbits, live?’ 

Jurgen Klopp gave Boehly’s 
idea short shrift — wondering 
when on Earth an All-Star 
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replace the Community Shield, 
for example, it would be the 
subject of mass withdrawals 
from managers desperate not 
to let a handful of key players 
head off during pre-season. 

And no clubs will want to 
cut short lucrative pre-season 
tours to accommodate it either. 

So while we can all enjoy a 
pub debate about the make-up 
of North versus South sides — 
perhaps with no more than 
two players from any one club 
— it is clearly a non-starter. 

But does Boehly have a 
broader point? Are there ways 
in which the top flight can 
‘learn’ from American sports? 

Well, scrapping relegation or 
moving ‘franchises’ from one 
city to another aren't even 
worth discussing. 

There has long been a fear 
broadcasters might try for four 
quarters and timeouts to boost 
advertising — but these have, 
mercifully, never materialised. 

If there is one idea worth 
stealing from the other side of 
the Atlantic, it is the stop-start 
clock used in American foot- 
ball, basketball and ice hockey. 

With the average ‘ball in play’ 
time in top-flight matches dif- 
fering wildly — and sometimes 
as low as 45 minutes out of 90 
— a clock showing 30 minutes 
each way, halted for all stoppa- 
ges, would stop time-wasting.

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HE past defines our future, 
and the Queen’s girlhood 
came during the Second 


World War. 


She developed habits that were steadfast, 
patriotic and unyielding. 

She never lost her frugality, while understanding 
that on certain occasions she was expected to put 
on a performance and turn on the magic of 
monarchy. 

Her bridal dress, worn when she wed Prince 
Philip in 1947, was a perfect example of this. 

Designed by Sir Norman Hartnell, it was attuned 
to the national mood of ration books and a hope 
and anticipation of regrowth. 

To pay for the dress, the Princess had saved up 
clothing coupons, like every other British bride- 
to-be. 

The result was a simple but ethereal off-white silk 
dress — a fairytale distinguished by its workmanship. 

Hartnell, who also designed Elizabeth’s ethereal 
Coronation gown, employed a team of 350 women 


who had sewn its antique lace and 30ft train, 
embroidered with images of the flowers of the 
Commonwealth. 


If this was meant to send a message to those 
countries that had once been part of the British 
Empire, it was a clarion call. 

Canada, Australia, Pakistan, Jamaica and New 
Zealand were among those that had joined the 
Commonwealth of their own volition, as independent 
nations. There was no longer any place for empires 
or empresses, and the European monarchies had 
tumbled one by one. 

If the Queen lived by a motto, it was the one 
coined by Giuseppe Lampedusa: “If you want things 
to stay the same you must change”. 

With her clear tradition of honour, public service, 
personal courage as well as deeply held Christian 
values and an extraordinary lack of vanity, Elizabeth 
II was the ideal monarch to navigate the serious 
changes of post-war Britain. 

She modernised, but she modernised incremen- 
tally. As one courtier told me: “She did it so dis- 
creetly, you weren't aware of it until it had 
happened.” Nevertheless, it was a new kind of mon- 
archy, utterly different from the imperial style of her 
father and grandfather. 

In this, Prince Philip, the ideal modern consort, 
was in complete harmony. 

With his penchant for cars, gadgets and technol- 
ogy, he encouraged his wife to abandon the obvi- 
ously extravagant trappings of royalty. 

The Royal Train, with its plush Edwardian decor, 
was decommissioned in favour of a series of increas- 
ingly state-of-the-art Mercedes and Range Rover 
cars. 


ORE distressing was the 
decision to part with the 
Royal Yacht Britannia, but 
the Queen knew too well 
that imperial overtones grated on 
the public, who were beginning to 
question the monarchy’s cost. 


Elizabeth may have remained attached to her 
three-bar electric fire and Tupperware tea set, but 
she could shake courtiers and the aristocracy out of 
their spiritual and social lethargy. 

The practice of presenting debutantes at Court was 
one ritual she saw as both archaic and _ socially 
divisive, and the tradition was ended in 1958. 

Instead, the Queen went out to meet the proletar- 
iat, pulled pints in pubs and visited beer factories. 

In her own quiet way, she might even be called 
a feminist. 

Her marriage to Philip was not so much a 
transference of power as a balanced partnership, 
though the see-saw could sometimes upend. 

Today, we sentimentalise children and chastise 
ourselves for not cosseting and spoiling our 
offspring. 

It is easy to forget that the Queen was a 
surprisingly modern parent, and as far as her 
role allowed, spent more time with her child- 
ren than other women of her class. 

As the historian David Starkey once 
remarked: “People fail to realise she was also 
the first monarch to send all her children to 
school.” (The young Elizabeth and Margaret, 
had, like their forebears, been educated by 
private tutors). 

It was this pliability and sense of being 
at one with her people that enabled her to 
make public appearances and engage in 
acts of joyous showmanship that would 
have horrified her ancestors. 

One memorable example of her sure- 
footedness and the spell she held over the 
nation came with that James Bond 
parachute stunt at the opening ceremony 
of the triumphantly successful London 
2012 Olympics. 

It was magic, no one else 
could have done it, and the crowd 
loved it as much as Her Majesty 
evidently did. 

I cannot help but think that this 
one “jump” for the Crown set the cause 
of republicanism back 500 years.

Arthur Edwards once asked 

the Queen: “Why do you go 

to Balmoral every year for 
your holidays?” 

She replied: “Where else could I go?” 

Arthur protested: “You’re the Queen — you 
could go anywhere, Ma’am!” 

She replied: “But I love it there.” 

It was a lady-in-waiting who explained to 
Arthur exactly why Her Majesty loved to spend 
summer after summer among the Highland 
moors and lochs, rather than swapping them 
once in a while for a sun-kissed tropical island 
like any other multi-millionaire. 

She explained: “What you don’t realise is that 
when she goes through the gates at Balmoral at 
the start of her summer holidays, she kicks off 
her shoes in delight because the people who 
work on the estate pay her the greatest privilege 
of all — they ignore her.” 

Balmoral was also a haven that could not be 
taken away from her, unlike her other great 
holiday retreat, the Royal Yacht Britannia. 

When the _ taxpayer-funded vessel was 
decommissioned in 1997 after being deemed too 
expensive, the Queen shed tears for the loss 
of a floating home that held decades of happy 
memories. 

But Balmoral belongs to her own family. 

And she had her great-great grandparents 
Queen Victoria and Prince Albert to thank for 
buying the family holiday retreat. The pair were 
newlyweds in their early twenties when they 
visited the Highlands for the first time in 1842. 

Victoria was instantly smitten, writing: “All 
seemed to breathe freedom and peace and to 
make one forget the world and its sad turmoils.” 

She and Albert spent the next few years 
looking for a home to buy in this wonderland, 
and fell for Balmoral when they were 
sent watercolour images of its 50,000 acres 
showing “a wilderness of moss and moorland,

indispersed with craggy ridges”. They took out a 
lease in 1848 and purchased it outright in 1852. 

It was then that the couple decided the “small 
castle” already there was not big enough, and 
instead designed the granite baronial-style home 
that Elizabeth would come to love. 

Her Majesty first visited the estate as a baby, 
and some of the earliest family photos show her 
being pushed around the grounds in a pram. 

Elizabeth, her sister Margaret and parents 
the Duke and Duchess of York — later King 
and Queen — would return year after year, 
firmly bedding in the sacred family tradition 
of a ten-week annual visit. 

The girls’ governess, Marion “Crawfie” 
Crawford, recalled in her book The Little 
Princesses: “They looked forward to it all the 
year round. It tended to be the chief landmark 
in their calendar. Things were apt to date from 
‘before we went to Scotland’ or ‘when we got 
back from Scotland’.” 

Crawfie also noted how domestic the royals’ 
lives were at Balmoral, with picnics followed by 
sausages for tea, accompanied by onions fried 
personally by the girls’ mother. 

Elizabeth II’s own family would continue this 
tradition of informal style at the castle — 
famously, the late Duke of Edinburgh would fire 
up the barbecue to cook meals, and designed a 
special car trailer just to carry their picnics. 

Meanwhile, as former Prime Minister Tony 
Blair revealed, the Queen would do the washing- 
up. He said: “You think I’m joking but I’m 
not...the Queen asks if you’ve finished, she 
stacks the plates up and goes off to the sink.” 

The Queen would bake, too — wowing US 
President Dwight Eisenhower on his 1959 visit 
with her drop scones. Family sing-songs were

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also a part of the royals’ Balmoral lives every 
year, as well as old-fashioned games such as 
Murder, Kick The Can and charades. 

Elizabeth was a keen hunter, bringing down 
her first stag at Balmoral at the age of 16. 

Grouse-shooting was a favourite pastime, and 
startled guests reported the Queen wriggling on 
her stomach through the grass to sneak up on 
an unsuspecting bird. 

Another regular sport was trying to catch bats 
that were forever infesting the ballroom. 

The Queen used to do the catching herself 
with a net, but in later years would just look 
on, shouting encouragement as staff ran around. 

But above all for the horse-mad monarch, 
there was the riding: Mile after mile of some of 
the most spectacular scenery in the world. 

Little wonder Balmoral had a magical effect 
on the sovereign. 

As one of her friends told biographer Ben 
Pimlott in his book, The Queen: “She behaves 
quite differently when she is there — rushing 
around in tatty clothes, laughing, joking, joining 
in, singing dirty songs.” 

Balmoral was also where one of the happiest 
moments of her life took place — Prince Philip’s 
proposal by a loch in the summer of 1946. 

The young naval officer had first been invited 
to stay with the family at Balmoral two years 
earlier while on leave from his war service. 

Like Elizabeth, he was a_ great-great 
randchild of Queen Victoria, and immediately 
ell under the spell of the place, just as their 
royal ancestor had done. 

All in all, as Princess Eugenie revealed in a 
documentary to mark her grandmother’s 90th 
birthday in 2016: “She really loves the Highlands. 
Walks, picnics, dogs — a lot of dogs — and people 
coming in and out all the time. 

“You have room to breathe and run. I think 
Granny is the most happy there.” 

But in fact, the Queen herself once claimed 
that there was one other retreat she loved even 
more, declaring: “Britannia is the one place 
where I can truly relax.” 

Her beloved royal yacht was in fact the only

“residence” she ever had that wholly reflected 
her character. 

Everywhere else had come courtesy of a 
royal ancestor, even down to the interior 
design. That meant, for example, a Balmoral 
smothered in tartan and thistles to Victoria’s 
taste, even if Elizabeth did jazz it up a bit by 
putting a velvet cushion embroidered with 
the words “It’s Good To Be Queen” on a sofa. 

But the Queen and the Duke of Edinburgh 
had a say in the design of every part of the 
yacht, because George VI died just two 
days after ordering it from shipyards at 
Clydebank, near Glasgow, in 1952. 

The royal couple immediately set 
about rejigging the plans to suit 
their taste, ripping up early 
sketches for plush interiors, and 
instead choosing casual, light 
furnishings that looked suitable 
for a modern country hotel. 

Sensibly, the young royals 
also added a curved teak 
windbreak at the bow of the 


ship, so they could wave 
without “sea breezes lifting 
royal skirts”. 

Britannia was finally 
launched in April 1953, less 
than two months before the 
Coronation. 

It was five storeys tall and 


412ft long, with vast formal rooms 
as well as private bedrooms and 
sitting rooms. It even had a space 
called “the Jelly Room”, where the 
children’s puddings were stored. 

The yacht was designed to be absolutely 
self-sufficient. In fact, in the event of nuclear 
war, it was intended that Elizabeth and 
Prince Philip would take refuge on board off 
the north-west coast of Scotland. 

Instead, it proved a refuge from the normal 
pressures of life. At sea, even if on the way 
to an official state visit, the Queen and her 
family were away from prying eyes and could

enjoy the same sort of informal life they led 
at Balmoral. The yacht would go on to 
convey her and her loved ones on 996 foreign 
visits as well as hundreds of travels in 
British waters. In all, it would carry the 
family a total of 1,087,623 nautical miles. 
And every year, it was part of the 
enchanted Balmoral summers, taking the 
family on explorations around the Western 
Isles, pulling in at deserted coves for picnics. 
The entire boat became a_ playground, 
with an inflatable paddling pool on the deck,

old cardigan. In the evenings, films would be 
screened in the huge State Dining Room, or 
the family would be treated to a show put on 
by the crew. 

These two holiday havens, Balmoral and 
Britannia, were all the busy Queen needed to 
recharge. In fact, there are only a handful of 
occasions she holidayed anywhere else. 

Her first getaway without her parents was 
a four-day trip to Paris with Philip in May 
1948, six months after their marriage.

26, danced at a nightclub off the Champs- 
Elysees, where later in the evening Edith Piaf 
sang La Vie En Rose to them. 

The only other times she holidayed in 
France were slightly less romantic — two 
trips to Normandy to visit horse-racing stud 
farms, in 1967 and 1987. 

Racehorses were also behind two other rare 
holidays in the States. In 1984 she travelled to 
stud farms in Kentucky and Wyoming for 
nine days, staying with friends from the 
equine world. 

She returned to horse-mad Kentucky again 
for a few more days in 1986, staying at a 
white timber ranch. Again, the entire trip

was taken up with examining stallions and 
foals for signs of potential champions. 

Incredibly, apart from these trips, the 
Queen seems to have gone on just three 
other holidays — all to the Caribbean island 
of Mustique, where her sister Princess 
Margaret had a home. 

Apart from these, it was always Balmoral 
or her beloved Britannia. 


ND that is why 


the Queen was so 
devastated when, in 
1994, Prime Minister 


John Major announced the 
yacht would be retired after a 
couple more years. 


The vessel was taxpayer-funded because it 
was so often used for state occasions, and 
the Government ruled that it would be too 
expensive to give it the overhaul it would 
need to stay afloat. 

The final dark day came on December ll, 
1997, when the yacht was decommissioned at 
a special ceremony in Portsmouth. 

Every clock on board was stopped at 
3.0lpm — the moment the Queen was piped 
ashore for the last time. 

This ceremony was one of the very rare 
times the Queen ever cried in public, and 
Sun photographer Arthur Edwards was there. 

He said: “Even at her mother’s funeral I 
never saw her cry, but I saw her shed a tear 
at the decommissioning of Britannia. 

“It was special to her. The children had 
holidays on it, the Queen did some amazing 
trips on it. It was full of great memories. 

“And they were obviously all coming flood- 
ing back as this yacht was slipping away.” 
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A LIFE HAPPY

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OUNG Elizabeth once 
declared that if she 
had not been 
destined to be 
Queen, then she would “like 
to be a lady, living in the 
country with lots of dogs 


and horses”. 

In fact she managed to be both. 
Racehorses became her passion in 
life and corgis were her constant 
companions and her trademark. 

Before the breed acquired its royal 
association, it had been a little-known 
Welsh working dog, bred to round up 
sheep and cattle, but Elizabeth’s life-long 
love of corgis made them world-famous. 

And her passion for racing was not 
just as a fan — she was an expert horse 
owner and breeder, winning more than 
1,600 races and an estimated £8million 
in prize money. 

Her silk colours of purple, gold braid, 
scarlet sleeve and cap with gold fringe 
became the most famous in the world. 

Horses had always come first. As a 
toddler, “Lilibet” would commandeer the 
back of any adult she could convince to 
get down on all fours, including her 
grandfather King George V. 

She started lessons in riding the real 
thing aged just three and a half and got 
her first horse at four, a Shetland pony 
named Peggy. 

At five, she told governess Marion 
“Crawfie” Crawford: “If I am ever Queen, 
I shall make a law that there must 
be no riding on Sundays. Horses should 
have a rest too.” 

She also kept her eye on the racing 
news from a young age, startling a 
Hungarian visitor when she was just ten 
by being “extremely knowledgeable on 
the subject of thoroughbred horses”. 

She went on to be one of the country’s 
canniest racehorse owners, revolution- 
ising the age-old royal horse-breeding 
studs. And in the most stressful times of 
her reign, she would quietly seek refuge 


in the pages of racing paper the 
Sporting Life. 
In fact, the only one of the five 
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English classics the Queen never won 
was her beloved Epsom Derby. 

It was the most important date in her 
calendar, and when her courtiers pre- 
pared her diary for each coming year, 
the event was the very first engagement 
to be confirmed. 

Her greatest triumphs as an owner 
came after she appointed childhood 
friend Lord Henry Porchester — son of 
the Earl of Carnarvon, one of the great 
racehorse breeders of his day — as her 
racing manager in 1970. 

Together they revolutionised the royal 
stables. “Porchey”, as he was known, was 
at her side at almost every Derby from 
1945 until his death in 2001. 

Her knowledge was formidable. Trainer 
Richard Hannon Sr said: “I always had 
to do my homework when I ran one of 
Her Majesty’s horses. She knows all the 
blood lines going back decades. 

“There’s no small talk when discussing 
her horses. She used to say to me after 
a stable tour, ‘It’s nice to come to a 
place that doesn’t smell of fresh paint’.” 

The Queen took huge interest in even 
the minor details of her horses’ lives. 
One associate said: “She is ve inter- 
ested in stable management, weal happi- 
est with the minutiae of the feed, the 
quality of the wood chipping and so on.” 


Even in her mid-nineties the Queen 
could be spotted riding in Windsor 
Great Park, and she was seen on 


horseback as recently as June this year, 
less than three months before her death. 
She still refused, as she always had 
done, to wear a safety helmet. 
Persuading her to use one would have 
been suggesting she was riding unsafely, 


and as Princess Anne said: “That’s a 
difficult one to get past.” 
The Queen’s other great animal 


passion — corgis — dates from when she 
was six. At that time the breed was 
virtually unknown outside Wales. 

But Elizabeth was to change all that, 
owning more than 30 corgis from 14

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Peneralions over the years, all descended 
rom Susan, a pup the Princess received 
from her parents on her 18th birthday. 

The pair were inseparable, and when 
Elizabeth married Prince Philip in 1947, 
Susan went with them on honeymoon. 

She was not Elizabeth's first corgi. 
That had been Dookie, who joined the 
Royal Family after they had met an 
example of the breed owned by family 
friend Viscount Weymouth in 1933 and 
were charmed by the dog. 

The Princess was often spotted 
walking Dookie, sparking a wave of 
Press articles, but the breed was still so 
little known that the dog was identified 
as “a Labrador puppy”, a “Welsh 
sheepdog” and a “Welsh terrier”. 

The corgis’ rise to glory as a royal 
sidekick really began in December 1936, 
with the publication of the book Our 
Princesses And Their Dogs, which 
became a Christmas bestseller. 

Dookie had by then been joined by 
new arrival Jane, who later had a pup 
named Crackers. But none made the 
news more regularly than Susan. She 
nipped a Palace sentry in 1954 and the 
story made the New York Times. 

By the Eighties, the Queen had 13 
corgis at one time, and they became 
notorious “trip hazards” for Prime 
Ministers visiting Buckingham Palace. 

Broadcaster Andrew Marr called the 
dogs “the last truly dangerous members 
of the British monarchical system”. 

But they were vital to the Queen's 
peace of mind. Their daily walks became 
a kind of therapy during the most 
stressful periods of her reign, dubbed 
her “dog mechanism” by Prince Philip. 

She gave up_ breeding Susan’s 
descendants aged 86, and the last of her 
line, Willow, died when the Queen was 
91. For the first time since early 
childhood, she had no corgis in her life. 

But three years later — in March 2021, 
during Philip’s final illness — her 
children decided she needed them and 
talked her into getting two new pups.
